Early this morning William Denny 
passed away at the family residence, lift* 
Pandora avenue. He had been ailing for 
some months, and. in spite of the best 
medical attention, bis health gradually fail¬ 
ed. Last evening he became worse, anal 
about 12.30 o’clock tus illness was termin¬ 
ated by death. 

Mr. I>enny was one of Victoria's pioneers, 
having resided here wince the early sixties. 
He was a native of High Wickham, Eng¬ 
land. and was 75 years of age. He was 
widely acquainted and generally respected. 
He was attracted to the West by the rich 
gold discoveries In Carlbeo. lie took 
passage on one of the sailing vessels of 
that time In company with J. J. Austin 
and other well known Victorians. On ar¬ 
riving here he became Interested In min¬ 
ing. but soon engaged in mercantile pur¬ 
suits. 

Before entering Into iHialuras on his own 
account, Mr. Denny was employed by the 
firm of D. Rogers Be Company, who con¬ 
ducted a gentlemen’s furnishing store then 
situated near the corner of Fort and Broad 
streets. Afterwards be was associated 
with I>. Spencer In a dry goods store where I 
the Balmoral b'oek now stands. Later on 1 
they moved to Government street, awl after ! 
carrying on business there for some years 
the partners separated, both maintaining 
establishments. Finally Mr. Denny sold 
I out, and his business was taken over by 
Mr. Btiencer. under whose management It 
has developed Into the largest concern of 
Us kind in British Columbia. Mr. Denny 
did not coniine bis energies to this, bat 
accumulated considerable property, retiring 
from active life about twelve year* ago. 

He leaves a widow, six daughters and 
rwo sons to mourn his lose. One of the

Des Moines, Ja., Feb. 9.—Two men were 
killed and t-wenty-four persons were in¬ 
jured, eight passenger ears and engine are 
piled In the ditch and a two hundred-foot 
bridge wrecked as the result of a brokei 
rail on the Chicago, Milwaukee at 8t. Paul 
railroad near Melbourne to-day. 

The wrecked train was the overland lim¬ 
ited. No. 1, which left Chicago at U.05 on 
Wednesday nlgbk. There were nine coaches 
pulled by two engines. 'Aue train was run¬ 
ning at a speed of 70 miles an hour. The 
broken rail was 300 feet east of the foot of 
the bridge and the first engine passed over 
safely. The pecond engine and> eight 
coaches following It left the track and 
plied Into the ditch twenty feet below. The 
bridge was destroyed by the Impact of the 
derailed cars. The observation car in the 
rear of the train kept ths roil*. 

News of the wreck was taken to Rhodes, 
a few miles west, by Engineer Mlchols, of 
the first engine, who ran his engine to that 
point.

which were discussed at a meeting of 
employers last night. They detenuined 
to adopt a conciliatory attitude. They 
probably will concede a nine-hour *lay, 
which will satisfy the strikers pending 
general legislation on the matter of an 
eight-hour day, which will tie binding 
upon employers throughout Russia. 

At present six government factories 
nnd thriteen private establishments are 
working fifty-seven hours or less week¬ 
ly and twenty-eight other large enter¬ 
prises more than fifty-seven hours. 

The question of allowing for time on 
strike is- not so easy of settlement. Some 
workji. including the American Westing- 
house Company, have voluntarily paid 
their men for the whole week they dkl 
not work, hut several large establish¬ 
ment*. including the St. Petersburg car 
factory and the PutilofT Iron Works, re¬ 
fuse to do so. cln'iinmg that it would 
swallow up most of their yearly profit*. 
The Putiloff works, where the strike 
originated and was of double duration, 
would be especially haul bit. a* the 
strike payroll would amount to $130,000. 
The St. Petersburg car factory already 
ba* paid tbeir men three day*, but is un¬ 
willing to concede more. 

Governor-General Trepoff doe* not 
wish lo interfere in this question, it be¬ 
ing purely an economic one; but he hna 
intimated to the masters that It is de¬ 
sirable that tht*)' should reach n 
settlement with their men. It Is 
hoped, in view of the conciliatory 
attitude of the masters and the ap¬ 
parent readiness of the men to listen 
to argument*. that another crisis will be 
averted. 

The Berlin Tageblntt toskiy printed 
a report to the effect that Emperor 
Nicholas recently found in his study 
n letter threatening him with assassina¬ 
tion.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 8.—The students 
of the military academy, of this city, to¬ 
day struck on the ground that owing to 
police intervention it is impossible to 
carry on their education. They demand 
that the academy be closed until free¬ 
dom is given them. 

The police have forwarded' to the em¬ 
ployer* of labor a list of prominent strik¬ 
ers, asking for their immediate dismissal. 
The director of the Nevsy naval con¬ 
struction yard refused compliance, and 
other employers are similarly disposed, 
because the black listed -men arc skilled 
artisans who could not easily be re¬ 
placed. 

The police of Odessa hove seised con¬ 
signment* of revolvers and cartridges 
destined for the strikers iu the Cau¬ 
casus.

Wong Gow and Wong On ure free. 
The jury “that held the common desiiujr 
of the prisoners in the hollow of its baud 
last evening decided that they did not 
slay the unfortunate Man Quuu in the 
Chinese theatre a Little more than a year 
ngo. Upon thrir release the iwiir of 
Orientals were escorted by their f rid vis 
in triumph to the Chinese quarter, where 
they paid a belated tribute to the New 
Tear. Coincident with their arrival in 
Ohinntowji there was a fusilade of fire¬ 
crackers, but one is at a loss to say 
whether the diemonstrntion was in honor 
of their release from captivity, or one of 
the periodical onslaughts npon the peace 
of mind of nlie evil one, so popular with 
Asiatics at this festive scastm. 

The nddresses of counsel engaged on 
the ease occupied practically the entire 
day. W. J. Taylor, K. C.. took up rho 
morning in his plea for the i*risoners, 
wnd A. L. Belyea, K. C., ni>resenting the 
crown, conaunidl the afternoon in pre¬ 
senting liis charge, which was somewhat 
in favor of the prisoners. The jury re¬ 
tired. and in about an hour and a half 
returned with the verdict of “not guilty.” 

The prisoner* have had an extraordin¬ 
ary exj>erienco. They hajjc been under 
sentence of death—not a very pleasant 
predicament they will say—while they 
have been incarcerated ever since the 
crime was comm it teed, more than a 
year ago. Headers of the Times are 
familiar with the deadly attack made 
upon Man Qunn in his room at the Chi¬ 
nese theatre. The unfortunate manager, 
it will be recalled, was set upon, by a 
number of his countrymen, struck with 
bars and hurled from the bulcouy over¬ 
looking the stage, sustaining injuries 
from which he died. Two men were ar¬ 
rested on the charge of murder, the two 
who have just regained their liberty, i 
Rewards were offered by the Chinese and 
locaJ policy authorities for the arrest of 
four others, among whom wa* Wong 
Nam \nen, who was supposed to be the 
ringleader in the attack. But the fugi¬ 
tives disappeared 1 as though swallowed 
by the earth, and to this day not s 
trace of them has been found. Unlucky 
Wong Gow and W’ong On were commit¬ 
ted for trial. The defence advanced in 
the higher court by their counsel, W. J.

Royalty at the rale of ten cents per ton of 
2,000 pounds shall be collected on the gross 
output. 

Quarts.—Persons of eighteen years aud 
over and Joint stock companies holding free 
miner's certificates may obtain entry for a 
uwulug location. 

A free miners certificate is graated for 
one or more years, not exceeding live, upon 
payment in advance of $7.50 per annum for 
an Individual, and from $50 to $100 per an- 
nnm for a company, according to capital. 

A free miner, having discolored mineral 
in place, may locate a claim 1 , 000 x 1 ,Quo feet 
by marking out the same with two legal 
posts, bearing locution notices, ode at each 
eD £ ou , tbe ltale o1 lode or vein.

Trustee Iluggett gnvo notification 
of his intention to bring it before the 
forthcoming conference for discussion. 

Supt. Eaton rend a communication 
from the city clerk referring back the 
■board’* estimates for reconsideration. 

Trustee Jay thought that while the 
board was bound to endeavor to meet the 
council’s views as to economy, a certain 
standard of efficiency had to be main¬ 
tained, and this required considerable ex¬ 
penditure. In his opinion it was impos¬ 
sible to reduce the figure** already decid¬ 
ed upon one iota. 

Trustee Huggett deplored the fact that 
such a niggardly policy had to be adopt¬ 
ed. It was the same year after year. 
Some of the schools were kept in a poor 
state of repair simply because there 
wasn't sufficient money on hand to 
authorize the required improvement*. He 
endorsed the previous speaker's view*. 

The appended motion was introduced 
by Trustee Jay and seconded by Trustee 
Huggett: 

That the council be Informed that the 
lioard regrets that It cannot reduce the or¬ 
dinary expenditure without seriously Im¬ 
pairing the efficiency of the school*. 

Trustee Mowat did uot agree with 
this resolution. Ho maintained that 
$2.<MX) could he cut from the estimates in 
salaries reduction without impairing the 
school’s efficiency. He moved in amend¬ 
ment that flie estimates be reduced from 
$77,000 to $75,000. 

This brought Trustee Jay to his feet. 
He could not understand the attitude of 
Trustee Mowat. When the estimate* 
were first considered the latter had in¬ 
sisted that the allowance for repairs be. 
maintained at the figure originally decid¬ 
ed upon. However, tit rough the speak¬ 
er’s efforts this figure had be«i reduced 
to the lowest possible notch. 

Chairman Boggs pointed out that a 
reduction of $ 2,000 would 1 not enable the 
board to meet the present requirements 
in the shape of salaries. 

Tlie motion was juit. and carried, there 
being only one dissenting voice, that of 
Trustee Mowat. 

Siipt. Eaton, discussing the question, 
explained that any surplus after the 
necessary expenditure had been met was 
returned to tlie city treasnry. This 
course had been followed last year. 

Trustee Lewis—“Ye*, that was the 
greatest blunder we made last year. We 
should have devoted those fund* to pro¬ 
viding additional school accommodation. 

Trustee Mowat drew attention to'a 
lack of punctuality which, he alleged, 
was gaining ground among teachers of 
local schools. He mentioned several in¬ 
cidents. and expressed the hope that the 
superintendent would give the matter at¬ 
tention. 

A motion was pnt to the effect that 
the superintendent's office %>pon every 
morning half an hour before the as-

entry fee, $5. renewable yearly. On the 
North Saskatchewan River claims are 
either bar or bench, the former being lOO 
feet long and extending between high nud 
low water mark. The latter Include* bar 
diggings, but extends back to the base of 
the hill or bank, but-not exceeding 1,000 
feet. Where steam power Is used, claim* 
2 U 0 fret wide may be obtained. 

Dredging In the rivers of Manitoba and 
the N. W. T., excepting the Yukon Terri¬ 
tory.—A free miner may obtain only two 
lease* of five miles each for a term of 
twenty yeara. renewable In the dlscretlor 
of the Minister of the Interior. 

The lessee's right is confined to the sub¬ 
merged bed or bar* of the river below low- 
water mark, and subject to the rights of 
all persons who have, or who may receive 
entries for Iwtr diggings or bench claims, 
except on the Saskatchewan River where 
the lessee may dredge to high water mark 
on each alternate leasehold. 

The lessee shall have a dredge In opera¬ 
tion within one season from the date of the 
lease for each five miles, but where a per¬ 
son or company has obtained more than one 
leaee one dredge for each fifteen mile* or 
fraction U sufficient. Rental, $10 per 
annum for each mile of river leased. 
Royalty at the rate of two and a half per 
cent, collected ou the output after it ex¬ 
ceeds $ 10 , 000 . 

Dredging In the Yukon Territory.—»Ix 
leases of five miles each may be grunted to 
a free miner for a term of twenty years, 
also renewable. \ 

The lessee's right 1* confined t© the sub¬ 
merged bed or bars In the river below low 
water mark, that boundary to be fixed by 
Its position on the 1st day of August, in the 
year of the dote of the lease. 

The lessee shall have one dredge In opera¬ 
tion within two yeans from the date of the 
lease, and one dredge for each five mile* 
within six years from *ueh date. Rental, 
$luu |>er mile for first year and $10 per 
mile for each subsequent year. Royalty, 
same aa placer mining. 

Placer (Mining in the Yukon Territory.— 
Creek, gulch, river and hill claims shall 
not exceed 250 feet In length, measured on 
the base line or geueral direction of the 
creek or-guleh, the width being from 1,000 
to .2.000 feet. All other placer claims shall 
be 260 feet square. 

Claims are marked by two legal poets, 
one at each end. bearing notice*. Entry 
must be obtained within ten days, If the 
claim is within ten miles of* Mining Re¬ 
corder’* office. One extra day allowed for 
each additional ten miles or fraction. 

The person or company staking a claim 
must hold a free mine*;’* certificate^ 

The discoverer of a new mine Is entitled 
to a claim of 1,000 fret In length, and if the 
party consists of two, 1,300 feet altogether, 
on the output of which uo royalty suall be 
charged, the rest of the party ordinary 
claims only. 

Entry fee, $10. Royalty at the rate of 
two and one-half per cent, on the value of 
the gold shipped from the Ynkon Territory 
to be paid to the Comptroller. 

No free miner shall receive a grant of 
more than one mining claim on each separ¬ 
ate river, creek or gulch, bat the same 
miner may hold any number of claims by 
purchase, and free mluera may work their 
clalma In partnership by filing notice and 
paying fre of $2. A claim may be aban¬ 
doned, and another obtained ou the aomc 
creek, gulch or river, by giving notice and 
paying a. fee. 

Work must be done on a claim each year 
to tbe value of at least $ 200 . 

A certificate that work haa been done 
must be obtained each year; If not, the 
claim shall be doomed to be abandoned, and 
open to occupation and entry by a fre® 
miner. 

The boundaries qf a claim may be defined 
absolutely by haring a survey made and 
publishing notices la tike Yukon Official 
Gesette. 

Petroleum.—All unappropriated Dominion 
lands in Manitoba, tbe Northwest Terri¬ 
tories and within the Yukon Territory, are 
open to prospecting for petroleum, and, the 
Minister may reserve for an Individual or 
company having machinery on the land to 
be prospected an area of 1.920 acres for 
such period aa he may decide, the length 
of which shall not exceed three times the 
breadth. Should' tlie prospector discover 
oil In paring quantities, and satisfactorily 
establish such discovery, an area not ex¬ 
ceeding 040 acres. Including the oil well, 
will be sold to the prospector at the rate of 
$1 aq acre, and the remainder of tbe tract 
reserved, namely, 1,280 acres, will be soVl 
at the rate of $3 an acre, subject toroynlty 
at such rate as may be specified by Order 
In ConnclL

uacl, however, brought the question up in 
:i more definite form. To the ordinary 
citizen the publication of the tentative 
agreetuents.ciothed ns it is in legn I .phrase¬ 
ology, surroundd by references to condi¬ 
tions contingent upon possible events, etc., 
it is almost impossible to grasp its full 
meaning and intent. It would be a good 
thing, therefore, if some of our legal 
citizens, accustomed as they are to strip 
such documents of their legal strappings, 
useless verbiage and ambiguous phrases, 
to make a simple, succinct digest, show¬ 
ing its bearing upon the public rights, its 
effect upon the public purse, etc. 

To my mind this very tentative agree¬ 
ment is very much of a speculative kind. 
The city requires more water. To ob¬ 
tain this increased supply it is necessary 
to get control of the Esquimalt Water¬ 
works Company’s property by expropria¬ 
tion or purchase. This needs consider¬ 
able money, ui>on which we must g«-t in¬ 
terest. We must, therefore, obtain a 
permanent customer, whose rental shall 
be a guarantee of this interest. Then 
by all means get control of Coldstream, 
but hypothecate to the intended customer 
all the rights and privilege* thereto ap¬ 
pertaining. saving and except the use of 
water for domestic purpose* only. What 
a brilliant idea? Obtain rights to not 
ynJy a splendid domestic supply, but 
also almost unlimited water power, eap- 
alUe of driving the machinery for com¬ 
mercial, manufacturing purposes, pro¬ 
duction of light, etc., etc.. simHy to be 
handtMl over to the absolute control, that 
is power, of the tramway company, the 
erty being bound under clause 17 not to 
“dispose of any of the wafers of Gold- 
stream to any person or persona, .cor¬ 
poration. or body politic (other than the 
company) for the generation of elec¬ 
tricity or electric power for the purpose 
of sale.” It is admitted that the whole 
power, even now available, is uot neces¬ 
sary for the purposes of the company, | 
then why should all this available power 
te tied up? Why should w© be debar¬ 
red from the use of this power? Simply ; 
to give the company the monopoly of 
the generation of electric light or power 
for sale, and to put us absolutely at their 
mercy. Aye. out someone says, look what 
a saving there will be In the price of the 
public lighting! The company generous¬ 
ly agrees to let us have power at the 
rate of l%e. i*er K. W. hour. They do? 
Why. of course; hut is it not strange 
they are able to do this now? If they

One Trnstee Proposes to Lower Salaries 
But He Couldn't Find a 
Snpporter. 


Many questions were di*cuit»ed at tho 
regular meeting of the School board last 
evening at the city hall. Tlie most im¬ 
portant was the council’s request that 
tho year’s estimates be reconsidered. 
Most of the trustees expressed the opin¬ 
ion t’hut the figures could not be reduced 
without interfering with the efficiency of 
Victoria’s school system. A solitary 
trustee was opposed to this view. 
Trustee Mowat thought some of the 
estimates could be brought down, aud he 
referred especially to the amount for 
teachers’ salaries. A communication 
from Vancouver asking for the appoint¬ 
ment of delegates to attend a convention 
of school board representative* there will 
be dealt with at a special meeting. Chair¬ 
man Boggs presided. « 

The secretary of the Vancouver school 
board requested the board to seud dele¬ 
gates to n conference of school trustees 
from different parts of the province on 
the lt>th inst.. at the Terminal City. 

The invitation was accepted, dud the 
fiuperintendent' instructed to notify Van¬ 
couver to that effect. 

A request from Lieut.-Col. Hall, com¬ 
manding the Fifth Regiment, for tho 
loan of three hundred chair* to be used 
South Park school on the occasion of 
the Paardeberg Day celebration, was 
unanimously granted. 

A communication was read from Mc¬ 
Gill University asking for rlie appoint¬ 
ment of a Victoria representative iu their 
corporation. This was necessary be¬ 
cause of tlie affiliation of Victoria Ool- 
lege with McGill. * 

E. B. Paul, M. A., principal of the 
High school, was selected to hll that 
position. 

W. H. Mareliant, chairman of a dele¬ 
gation representing * Spring Ridge citi¬ 
zens. was introduced. Tie referred- to 
the board's intention to erect a school in 
Victoria West in order to relieve the re¬ 
ported congestion in that district. The 
opinion of citizens of the northern sec¬ 
tion was that similar conditions exi»ted| 
there, and to a greater extent. He, 
therefore, was appointed to draw atten¬ 
tion to the more pressing claims of tho 
central and northern districts. 

Mr. Ma reliant then quoted statistic* 
showing tlie overcrowded state of tli© 
Oeutral, Spring Ridge and Hillside 
schools. It had been argued also that 
the present Victoria West school was 
not satisfactory from a ’hygienic' stand¬ 
point. The same was true, but to a 
much greater extent, of the Hillside 
school. For these reasons he and hi* 
associate** had been appointed to suggest 
the construction of an eight-roomed 
school in the neighborhood of the sand¬ 
pits in Spring Ridge. He had noticed 
with pleasure that a plan was being con¬ 
sidered for combining a school and park 
in the northern section. This, no doubt, 
would prove a satisfactory solution of 
the difficulty. Tlie location was central, 
nnd convenient to pupils living in the 
<3entml and Spring Ridge districts. It 
would relieve the congestion in ll»e Cen¬ 
tral aud North Ward schools, beside* 
avoiding the necessity of maintaining tho 
Hillside school.
